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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
Lo the Citizens of Plainfield: 


We respectfully submit the following report of the 
management of the town schools for the year ending Feb. 
15, 1909. 

We are pleased to report a successful year of school 
work and believe that progress has been made in all of our 
schools, that will compare favorably with previous years. 

The district having voted to authorize the school 
board to enter a supervisory district when a favorable 
opportunity presented itself, it was thought best at the be- 
ginning of the fall term to unite with Lebanon in forming 
the Lebanon-Plainfield supervisory district, with Thomas 
A. Roberts of Lebanon, as superintendent. The expense 
to Plainfield is three hundred dollars per year, one half of 
which is paid by the state. | 

A larger amount than usual has been expended in sup- 
plies, but the schools are now so well supplied that the ex- 
pense will be less the coming year. 

The repair fund has all been expended, and a small 
amount taken from the school fund. The Meriden and 
Penniman school buildings have been reshingled, and nec- 
essary repairs,made at Methodist Hill. 

Our schools have been in session on an average of 
thirty-one weeks. The Hersey school has had two terms 
of ten weeks each. :

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


While there are many who are convinced that supervi- 
sion is incomparably the most economical method of secur- 
ing results in schools which has been yet devised, there are 
others who have expressed a desire, in a perfectly sincere 
manner, to obtain information that they, too, might be con- 
vinced of its advantages. I can give no clearer or more 
concise statements on this matter than those made by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, Hon. H. C. 
Morrison : | 


Among the advantages of supervision may be named: 


1. Organization under responsible, experienced, ex- 
pert head, —a necessity in all modern enterprise. 

2. Relief of School Board from detail of the profes- 
sional side of school work. 

3. Separation of executive and legislative functions, 
the executive still being under contro! of the legislative. 

4. Professional advice for teachers and School Board. 

5. The possibility of exact, authoritative, unpreju- 
diced information for the board concerning every-day work. 

6. Professional uplift of teaching force, making a poor 
teacher a fair one and a good teacher a better one. 

7. Steady growth in schools, along lines of perma- 
nency in course of study and methods of work, in the place 
of frequent radical changes and consequent stagnation. 

8. The ability of the superintendent to keep track of 
desirable teachers outside his own schools and so to fill 
vacancies with better teachers rather than poorer ones. 

None of these things can the ordinary board do for Jack 
of time and available energy. They of necessity have 
other business and other interests. 


Plainfield has had, as it has now, good schools. There 
have gone out from its public schools a large number of 
men and women of whom it may well feel proud. Plain- 
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field has been progressive, and its schools have been made 
better each year from the time of the first little red school- 
house. The fact that the citizens voted for supervision is 
only another proof that they wished to continue this pro- 
gressive policy. It cannot be denied that the tendency of 
the times is certainly in the direction of a business-like or- 
ganization of our local school systems. Nearly 70 per cent 
of the children of the state are now included in supervisory 
districts. Raa’, 

It may be interesting for the citizens of the town to 
learn that upon the passage of a bill now before the state 
legislature, Plainfield by raising $4.50 per thousand on its 
equalized valuation for school purposes, which may include 
that for new buildings,may secure about a thousand dollars 
from the equalization fund to be created by this enactment. 
Supervision then,on the present basis, would cost the town 
only fifty to seventy-five dollars per year. The school year 
could thus be made thirty-six weeks and each teacher could 
be paid at least ten dollars per week, making it possible to ~ 
secure a trained teacher for every school. A good balance, 
too, would be left for new buildings or repairs, and school 
equipments. The present rate in Plainfield is about $2.60 
per thousand on an equalized valuation of about $600,000. 
Of the 257 cities and towns of the state 247 have a higher 
rate than Plainfield, the average being $4.50. About 
$1,200 would have to be raised in addition to the amount 
now being raised to make the rate $4.50 per thousand, and 
thus secure the thousand dollars or more from the proposed 
equalization fund. It is commonly supposed that each 
town really raises its share of this equalization fund, but 
while the cities and large towns with their large taxable 
property contribute to the school equalization fund, which 
includes that for supervision, they do not participate in its 
distribution, thus putting the schools of the small towns 
on a more equal basis. 

The work of the present school year has been largely 
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that of organization. We have endeavored to classify 
our pupils in grades so that they could follow to: best ad- 
vantage the work as planned by the State Program. 

At the beginning of the year we found in some schools 
that there was a lack of uniformity in the school work, that 
while excellent results were being secured in many. sub- 
jects, these subjects were being selected according to the 
preferences of either the teachers or the pupils. Under 
such conditions it is found, with but few exceptions, that 
two very important courses, History and Language, are 
neglected. The results which have been obtained by the 
teachers in Reading are especially commendable. 

We have had in mind during the year those pupils 
who are preparing to enter the Academy, and have endeav- 
ored to give them the best fit possible. In so limiteda 
time we cannot expect the most perfect results.

Per cent of attendance shows the regularity of attend- 
ance of the pupils, or how many pupils on the basis of roo 
attend every day. The above shows that in 1907, 84 pupils 
out of 100 attended every day during that fall term, and 
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that 89 attended school every day in 1908, a gain of § pu- 
pils. We believe that this proves that parents and pupils 
are taking a greater interest in the schools and that the 
school money is being expended to better advantage. 

I wish to thank at this time the parents and citizens 
for the deep interest which they have manifested in the 
schools, the members of the school board for their hearty 
co-operation, the teachers for their faithfulness and friend- 
ly support, and the pupils for the diligence shown in their 
work.
